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PREFACE. 


Previous to the retirenujot of Br, James Burges.^, C.I.E., from the Birector- 
6h{|iof the ArcbmolQg'ical Survey Bepartmoot of Iticlia. it was itecided that the monu- 
mental huiMiuga in tho wroiuiBrful and beautiful City founded by Akbar at FathpAr- 
Sikri* and often likened to Fompei, should Iw sun'^cd* Por this purpose I, sccom- 
panied by four native draugUtemcn, proceeded thither at the end of October 1SS9. 
Later on the staff was supplemented by three other men. The work, one of magni¬ 
tude, assay one familiar with the City knows, occupied parts of four cold seasons, the 
remainfler of the timo being spent in delineating the ancient remains nnearthed at 
Malhuri and BAmnagar by Dr. Fiihrer, A rule was formulated by the late Direotor- 
Gonnial that an exhaustive and final survey sbotiid be made of each place visited; and 
in order to give effect to this,—owing to the great aise of the remains and the intricate 
nature of the detail,—tmi® had of neccraity to be expended. By some, unacquaiated 
or only superficially so with the City, it may he thought that unnecessary labour has 
been bestowed upon the work, but those to whom it is known, and who are bwt 
qualified to form an opinion, may think otherwise. Severed of tho bu iMin gs have 
enormous frontages, extending to three hundred and fifty and four hundred feet, 
whilst others are so heavily laden with detail that hardly a siliiare inch tomains 
uacarved. Pergusson in speaking of them says—“ It is impossible to conceive any¬ 
thing BO picturesque in outline, or any hailding carved to such an extent without the 
smallest approach to being over-done or in bad taste." 

The City, some seven milea iu circumference, stands twenty-three milra south¬ 
west of Agrab, and was built during the years 1560 and 1605 or about the time 
of our Queen Elizabeth. It is enclosed on three sides by embattlemehted atone walla 
The fourth, the west side, is now open, but formerly it was protected by a vast lake. 
There are seven gate-enttances to it, guarded by massive and grim semi-eircular 
bastions, Down the oentre of the City, from south-west to north-east, runs a red 
sandstone ridge, all the monumental structtires with which thisBeport deals arc 
built upon It, The palaces must have been dmerted soon after .^Utbar's demise, for 
Finch visited the town in the early part of Jahangir’s time and “ found it ruinate, 
lying like a waste district and very dangerous to pass through at night." It is 
to say what Induced Akbar to found a city in such an out-of-the-way place; 
but, if tradition can bo relied upon, it was owing to the circumstance that after the 
death of his twin sons he consulted ayhkir. Shaikh Salim Chishti by name, who lived 
flTi ascotie life in a cave on the ridge, as to bis chances of having a son and heir, and 
by whom it was foretold that another son would he horn to him who would survivo. 
As presaged so it came to pass, and the child born at Fatbpfir-Sikrl was called Salim 
after the hermit, and eventually ascended the throne under the name of Jahangir, 

Tho buildings consist of two classes, religious and domestic, and for beauty 
an d richness of design rank amongst the finest in India. The (Jreut Ma^id, a 
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of one at ITakk^i and extendvely inlniii witti marblo and e nnin el, m seooud to 
none in the conntry; and tbe \rliite marble shrine cohering the remains of Salim 
CliishlL is one of the most beautiful specimens of Jloghul architecture extant. Of the 
domestic buildings "Jodh Bai's” palncc is the largest, bmtEi^ah Bir Bal's house and 
the Turkish Sultiinn*s apartments are the most ehnnuing and elegant. Both are 
minutely canred from top to bottom, exteriorly and interiorly. irUh geometrical en d 
other patterns. In some casest such as in the Khu’dbgiih. and Queen Mirium's house, 
the brush of the artist has taken the place of the sculp tor's chUel, and tre dud the 
colomns, ualls and the ceilings decorated with frescoes. The most curious and strik¬ 
ing structures are the PanoU Mahal and the Bhviln-i-iaias. The former, as the 
implies, is a firc^storied pavilion, the peculiar feature of which is that each story 
is smaller tlian that upon whick it rests, till at last only a small kiosiue upheld on 
four slender columns forms the topmost floor, The key-note of the design appear* to 
be akin to the plan of a Biuhlhist VihUm. The pillars on the firet floor. flfly-sTx in 
tuunber. arc richly sculptured and no two are alike in design. The I>hr&n.-r-Khi*, or 
priratc audience chnmhcr. i* generally thought to he the most singular of all tho 
building!) on a^imt of an octagonal column crowned by an enormous dicular 
capital which rises from the centre of the chamber os high as the sills of the upper 
windows. From the cnpital four galleries radiate to the four comers of the room, 
which arc corbelled out to receive tho quadrant-shaped ends. There are many other 
Important structure*, full of interest to tho student of Indian architecture, the artist, 
and the antiquarian, and ranking amongst the foremost are the Turkish Baths. They 
are built of mhble maaonry, and the interior wails are coated in stucco, panelled and 

profusely decorated with rich incised goometrical patterns, the'dados being polished 
and pointed. ® 

No two buildings are alike in design, and each presents a totally diJfercnt study 
to he other. To economize time, only ihe principal and most important structures 
imvc been drawn, and although many of the minor Ihbrica excite one s admiration and 
arc full of charming bits of detail, they bove been left unsurvayed. My aim lias been 
to prepare no more drawings tban are absolutely necessary to give a complete, nsefiih 
and trulhfnl idea of the Moghul architecture of the City. Plans, nections and elevn- 
honn indi^siblo to the practical architect and engineer, and to the proper umler- 
standlflg of the arrangements and construction of the bnildingsi. Lave been made and 
these have been suppiemciited by large details and photographs. Unfortunately 
the lilted «ic of the Itoport precludes the drawings being reproduced to anything 
like tho ^6 to which they ore drawn: but if a demand arose they admit of being 
published to a much larger scale, and would then form valuable diagrams for Ati and

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AKBA31 THE GREATJ 

The history of thcMoglml Emperors of Hindilstiin. irhich nominallj extends 
from A.D. 1525 to 1S57, Is really eoutained m mueli narrower limita. The aeenred 
doinioation of the lloghul Emperors begins with the building up of the Empire by 
Abul Eath Jalal-ad-din Muhamniad Akhar PddlshAh-i-Gh&zt 
( 1 ^ 555 —^1605), and practically ends with the death of Muhayyl-ad-dln Aur- 
ft n g z I b A1 a TO f i r, the last autocrat of their line, in 1707. Before Akbar there 
iras no Moghul Empire, but only the attempt to create one. After Auraogsib there 
ivas still for awhile the framework of an Empire, hat no Emperor; the power fell Into 
the hands of Ministers and Eiceroyi, and pollticia dkintcgcationprepared the way for 
Briti^ expansion. Not much more thsn half a century bad passed ainee Aurangsilb 
Alamgir was carried to his tomb near AuraugAbfid. when tlio East India Company 
began to gather up the fragments that remained o# Akbar'a Empire, and the Emperor 
himself became their pensioner (1765). 

Of the many famous sorereigna of the East few are eomparahlc with Akbar, 
and to him indisputably belongs the first place amongst the rulere of mnddstan. 
Not only was he equally great as a man, a warrior, and a statesman, but hia roign 
fell at a time fitted to afford the freest play to his cmiunut qualities. Eor in India, 
too, the sixteenth century was impregEiato with energy; in it great political issues 
were xrrongbt out, and, at the Eame time, in all provinces of social and intellectual life 
there was an outburst of rigour and activity which well corresponded to its ^gantio 
external revolutions. As the pivot upon which for fifty years the fates of India 
revolved during this mighty movement, Akbar’s personality is theroforo justly 
adapted to stimulate not only interest, but also that admiration which when once 
awakened irresistibly constrains us to further inquiry. All ovor Northern India are 
found enduring traces of Akbar's activity and the results of bis tnftuence, now in 
magnificent architectural creations as at Pathpnr-Sikri. now in those traditions 
of his mighty deeds which yet live in tho mouths of the peoples of India. Not only 
is he praised in their annals; but—a fact of much deeper aigniticonce—he hns hocomc 
a chief hero of national poetry and legendary loro wherein he ia immortalizwl as the 
great King who conquered and then protected the Hindus. 

Bom at A market in Mjpflt.md on the 15lh October 1312 aa the son of 
Unm&yhn BddsUkh and llamlda Band B4gam. who aa Empress was 
designated dforyaw* ifaJtdoi, Akbar was only in his fourlcenth year wlusn he came 
to the throne; but he posseasod a capable guardian in the Turkom&n, Bniram 
Khdn, who commauded tho Moghul army and acted aa Prime Minister during tl>o 
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Emporor’a minority, The Hindu General. Ho mu, had alrca.iy sei^od Dihli, 
when Eair:'hn him battle and utterly defeated him (5th Ufovembcr 1536) on the 
baitlefluld of Pftn fpat, the scene cif so many creatful couilteta in Indian history ; 
and the hoy*Emperor found himself, at a single hlow. master of most of Hinjrtiktdn, 
tliough hia authority in distnui parts of Ids nominal domiiiiona was al first some- 
what shadowy, Akhar soon took the reins of power into hia own hands. Honce- 
forwtird for many yeare his enreer is a long record of conq^uest and annexation. 
D i h I i and A g r n h were hb from tho day of Paniiiat: G w A U a r was subdued in 
1558, Jaunpdrand Rantnrabhor in 1559; in 1561 MAlwah was overrun, 
nod Burhflnpurin Kbnndfishfell in 1562; in 1567Olii tirgarli, the atron®- 
hold of tlte.XtAjpiits, commanded by Jny Mall, was besieged and stormed, and 
R4 j p AI i n a for a while submitted to the Moghuls. Gujarat, nominolly a pro 
vlnce of the Empire, rebelled; bat was bmught into suhjDotion in 1572; Akbar 
entered its capital. A b m a d d b A d, ami reduced SArat, Kambhayat (Cambay) 
andUarodaU. Xunagafh,theGtronghold ofKathiw4r» was annesediti 1591, 
Bengal was another provinoo hold on an illusory tenure; it wna held by the 
'■ Palhins** in nominal dependence upon the Empire. Bat when D ft d d , of the Ihmily 
ofShflrSbAhSar, sueccedod to the viceroyalty, he waxed contumaoions and rose 
in arms. A policy of conciliation proved unnvailliig, nnd Dadd was overtlirown in 
the liattio of T u knroi i^r J a Ic s wa r (1375), and fiually killed in 1577. Akbnr'a 
authority was thus estebltshed in Bengal, though this and other provinces (such as 
Ufiai, Gujarat And U, ;\j p d 15 n A) were disturbed from time to time by tem¬ 
porary insurreclions. Badakhshdn was abandoned to the Hxbaks in 15&5: 
but. by wny of compensation, Kashmir was annexed in 15S7 and Kandahar 
six years later. In the Hakhin, Akhar's power was so Cir scarcely felt: he 
had indeed occupied Kh^nde&h and Bardr and taken BurhAupdr and 
E U c h p d r: but hn bad roinatated the native llajia, whoso tribute was intermittent 
and fealty barely nominaL In 1593 he liad again to reduce Ehdndisb and to occimv 
A h m ad n ag ar, the capital of Bariir; but b each case he adhered to his policy of 
reinstating the native rulers as feudatories of the Empire, Tlic Ibijft of KhindGah 
fora time Justified .Ubar’a demeucy; but Birir was soon in rebemou, iJartly by 
reason of the iucompetenco of Prince Murid, the druukon viceroy of the Hakhin 
The Emperor's tmated Minister, Shaikh Abul AlUml. author of the

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The preceding brief rerieTV of Akbar‘3 campai^fi, by irMcb lie obtadned and 
kqit control over an Empire whkb fitretched from Kabnltg BbAkkd and from 
Kashmir to Alimadna^ar^ w nocessary for the understanding of his 
character and genius; but these warlike Iriumiiha form but a small part of hia claim 
to our ailmiration. Imdealing with the difficulties arising hi the government of n 
peculiarly heterogenous Empire, he stands absolutely eupresno among oriental 
sovereigns, and may even challcuge comparison with the greatest of Europe ntlem. 
It may be true that he owed much of bis success to the emunplo of organization sot 
hy his able predecessor, Sh5r SbAhShr; and it is eextein that he was deeply 
indebted to the taieucs of adviBcrs like Todar Mall and Ahul Pazl; but the 
wisdom is shown in the choice of bis ministers and his receptivity to the teach¬ 
ing of history. A dozen Burleighs could not Imve built up Lite power of England 
in the sixteenth century without the vigoroua mind of EliKahefh to Inspire nud 
control them; and all the Toi^r Malls oriiindhstan could nut have welded togctlipr 
into an abiding Empire the races, states, and religions of India in the sixteenth 
century without the aid and countouanee of the commamling genius of Akhar. Ho 
was himEclf the spring and fount of the sagacioua policy of bis government; and the 
proof of the aounducss of his system is the continuance of the Moghul Empire after 
hia death, in apite of the follies and vices of his aucccssors. until it was un d o ne hy 
the bigoted rc-action of his groat-grandaon, Aurnngztb. To have united under one 
firm government UindQs and Muhammadans, Shi'ahs and Snnnts, impQte and 
Al^hkas, and all the sumereus races and tribes of Hinditshln, was a Herculean task, 
the difficulty of which can he adequately appreciated only hy those who know dio 
force of caste prejudices and religious obstinacy in Xudiun history. Akhur was the 
first Indian aovereign who solved the problem, if only temporarily. The British 
adnumstrators have perhaps at length siicceeded in mosteriDg it after a century of 
perplexing exporicnce. 

To comment in detail on Aktiur's sj>tem of govornmeut is beyond the scope 
of this abort Introductory Chapter; it will he sufficient to indicate a few salient 
features in his policy. His chief diffioulties lay in the diversity atui jeaimistes of the 
races and religions with which he iiail to deal; ho met them by wise tolerattou. In 
religion hia latitude went to perhaps fantastic lengths. Ue cucournged Fortuguese 
Jesuits and Christian, BiiddUkt, amt Uindd picturt^ ami shitucs; cstnldished at 
Fa|hpur-^]ktt the IhAdai' Khd na, or Hall of Worship.” for the dhicitsaiou 
of philosopMoni and religions problems by moil of diverse opinions, such as Bluhaiti- 
madan lawyers ami doctors, BrAhmaufi, Jains, Biiddhista, lliudit materiatisls, Clicistians, 
Jews, and I’arsls; sanctioned somotliing approaching Sun-wi>Tship, and introduced 
the solar reckoning of time and the Ferstun months; ahcilishcd the ^ttlhnuh, or 
Muhammadan profession of faith, on the money and iu State documents &e„ and 
Bubstitutod the simple formula AHdhu Altbitr, " Uud is most great," with the response 
J&ita Glorified bo his glory.” In short, he set up an ecScctie pantheism 

in the place of Lddin, and selected from various creeds what he thoughi wortliy of 
admiration as he selected his wives from difibreut nations and creeds, llindil. Christ¬ 
ian and Mosliin, with an impartialitf never ventured upon by previous Muhoimnailin 
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soTiBrei^ns. WbateFcr good or liarm bia Din or “Divine Faittu" nmy 

have done, the practical aide of it os showa in the aholitioaL of all taxes upon religiona 
nott-conforniity, was a strou^ inltaence towards cotiaolidatiag the Bmpirc by nmking 
ail sulijcctH pf[ua! in the sight of the taX’^ntherer. To conciliate the pTejudicea of 
raco, be niloptod the principle of relnalnliiig evicted HAjiis as tributary chiefs of the 
Empire. He employed Hindils, Shi'ahs and Sunnis equally, and cojiferrtMl like 
Lonours upon eneb denomination. To form the leading men of all races and creeds 
into a loj'al btxiy, he eatabliahod a sort of feudal aristocracy, called itutu^atutilri, who 
were in receipt of italarios, or held lands direct from the Crown, on condition of sup- 
ptyusg men and elephants for the Imperial armies: its rants were graduated, but not 
hproditfljy. A aimilar sj-stem wna employed in. Egypt at the time of the Mamliik 
SoitAns, from whom Akbar may have derived the idea. Its merits Ln India were 
imqu^tlonnble. Hiurhis and Uxbaks and Afgbnns stond qu au equality as " Amirs of 
B,.000’* or "• of 500" men, and all were under the command of one of the chief officers 
of the Empire, the or Premier Noble, the Earl Marshal of HindflstAn, 

The dangers of a territorial arisioerncy, which in some form the ^lanaabtiun were 
snre to become, were minimised by a rigorous equitable inspection and collection of 
the land rents, which formed the bulk of the state revetme, about 10 AonJrj of 
Eupees, or l.lSo.UOOf. sterling. Other duties had been extensively remitted; the 
taxation on the whole was light, the currency admirable, and the laws were im¬ 
proved. 

Akljar's portrait has been drawn by his eon Jah Angl r in the TflmJt: " He 
was somewhat over the middle height, with a wheat-coloured complexion, inclining 
til dp-rk; his eyes and eyebrows were dark; his body stout, the chest and brow open; 
nnd bis nrms and flngcrH were long. Hk voice was ringing, and in spite of his lack 
of education his speech was elegant. His manners and bahita were quite different 
from other people's, and hia countenance was Ml of gotl-Ilke dignity/' Such was 
Akhar the Great t a general and statesman of noble thoughts, high aims and genial 
character, and n practiea! exponent of genuine humanity, Undoubtedly Akbar's 
greatest power of atlructioa for us lies in his Qisny-sIdodDCSis. He wag an all-round 
man. and the pages of the muive aimaU which concern him offer at every turn fresh 
matter for irttcrcstcd perusal. Everything was food for his aettvilies. and his career 
was an imbpoken development of character. In youth he was a dashing and impet- 
lunw soldier, together with physical vigour, had a capacity for intcEcctual occu¬ 
pation which time fostered to be the assuagamunt of hia failing strength. 

On Akbar’s return from RantaralAflr in A D. 1509. he founded on the summU 
of a rising ground at 31 kr t, a village 2-i miles aonih-west of Agrah. Lia new pakca 
of I’a t L p ft r or “ vEctory-tcwn," the maguiliccnt ruins of which compel, in the pre¬ 
sent day, Uie admiration of both aruhiieet and tmreller. Sikrt was doubly dear to 
Aibar, llrst because the honoured and pious P t r S a 11 m M u' i n - a d - d i n C h i s h t J 
dwelt tlmre, and because Akbar’s sons. Salim, afterwards the Emperor Jahangir 
and M u r A d. were born there in the house of the Pir on the 3Ut August 1369 and 
7^ Jtme 1670 respcctirely. To commemorate this event Akbar mfv fr of Patbpftr- 
Sikri a royal abode, built a stone fortification round it, and erected between 1660 and 
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1571 a largo numbe; of splendid edifices. The saint conuneiiced s new monastery 
and a fine near the royal nmnsion. The nobles of the Coiift^ flred by these 

examples^ began Iheii to hiiDd houses for thcmseliEreSp The foUcFwing pages and plates 
fvMy illustrate the high slandord of excellence to which the fine arts attained under 
Akliar'fi oncouragetnent. Ho was fond of pictures axul sculpture, paid no regard 
to the divine ordinance whicTi prohibited the repreaentation of living beings in art- 
He even delighted to adorn hie palaces with pointiiigs and'"statues portraying scenes 
which belong to the sacred traditions of Christianity anri fiuddhianu and images of 
Christ and Buddha eontrihuted to the decoration of his Court. The same disregard of 
orthodox prejudice may lie occasionally oliserred on his coinage. So long* indeedp 
as the MosUm profession of ihith occupied its rightful place on AJebar^a eoina^ no 
proioiLC image desecrated the formula; but after the "Emperor had diaooTcred the 
errors of IsI&jil and had founded his own Divine Iteligion,'^ the objection to living 
things on the coins was no longhr in force. Akbar'anew palace of ^thpiir is ropro' 
seated in bis coiii^ only from A,H. &36 to9S£f (A.D. 157t>~1582), and once more In 
a zodiacal gold mohr (bctpricQmwJ of JaJx^gir^ bearing the 14th year of his reign 
and A.H- 102S \ and thencefoirth it dkappoars from the list of mint^iticSk

MOGHAL ARCHITECTURE OF FATHPUR-SIKKI. 


CHAPTER I. 

THE MAIUE-!-KUAS. 

The Nfnh&l-i-Khfts (PDiies I anil IE) consists of an oblong court li/ 

enclosful by vt'ldo and sj^ciouB cloisters, two residencca and a scbooL At tbs 
no rtb-sast comer stands tbs Turkish Suit Ana** house, at tho north-wtsst tbs 
Girts* Sc boo 1, and on tho sonih side the KhwAhgih. In tbs contre of the 
court is a huge kat^ or tank, Da'-?*' »|iiare, with steps Leading down to the water, 
enieiging from \rhich is a phtlfomi s<iuatij, crowned by a raised seat to which 
acce^ is gained, from the atono-ilaggcd pavement of tlie courtyard, hy four cause- 
n'ays, 20 inches wide, supported on solid square atone sliafts, surmounted by 
bracket capilflU. Formerly both the seat and the platform were haiustcaded in, 
but with, the exception of the ilowel-holea no vestige of the railing remaina. Tito 
tank, now tlopcndant on the rains tor its supply, was filled diroct from the water¬ 
works near the J^lopUant Gate (see General Flan), the water being conducted 
along stone channels past the north of B1 r - B a T s house. H i r i a m' s garden and 
the K o t h i, Tt was kept dean and fresh by means of an overflowthe ouUot of 
which is on the north side and can be traced along the oast side of the puchisi court 
to the Sweet (aok" at the hack of the DAwdn-i-Kb&s, 

The souUi fogade consists of a range of buildings surmountfid by the Khw&bgAh 
(Plate H), a small chamber which tradition refers to as Akhar's bed-reom, and 
wMch was connected with the Turkish Suithua's house, the Fauch Mahal^ 
Miriam's Ko^hi, and “ Jo d h Bat's" piilace hy corridors. The main elevation is one 
storey in heighc, but the sky-line is broken, hy tluj royal bed-room: beneath wliich 
is a low double-storied pavilion (Pig, 2, Plate II), 

The pirn of the block is shown on Plate I. The roam to the cast, which we 
will term the painted chamber, as its walls were decorated in colour, remains of 
which are oxtant, measures 27-3'’ by 17 -1"- The walb stand on a plinth, and are 
hollow, and closed on the oatsidE: by porpenditmisT slalis of stone, some of which are 
6'-tF in height by In breadth and thick. From tliis lining other slabs pro¬ 
ject laterally, dividing the thickneeB of the wall up into a series ol' chamLere, 
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connected on the inner face by foiled arclies, Tbc sidce of the lateral stalls and the 
baciffi of the perpendicular ones are painted with flowera, amon^ which can be recog* 
jused the peony, P^PP7» tulip, rose and Chinese almond. The plinth was also decor¬ 
ated, and EB diyidfid up into cofFora, which were probabty used for the reception of 

valuables, docunwnlB, *o. The tops were scaled with slabs df stone and secured by 
padlocks. 

There are three entrances to the room and the doora opened inwards, swinging 
in stone Bockete. 

Behind this chamber, bnt quite independent of it, is another, 2 S-IT wide and 
42-7 long, in which it is said a Bindd priest attached to Akbar's court rosIdeiL 
Projecting from the south wall, and raised 7'-tr from the ground, wa platform U'-C' 
T n;^n which lie prohably performed his derotians, It is supported on square 
shafts, contignous to which is a pair of coupled piers minutely carred nfter the 
pattern of some in the TnrkiBh Sultikna'a house. That on the east is particularly 
worthy of study, and is most intorcstrng as U sbowe us the stone-mason of the period 
at his work. By examining it we are onabled to follow him right through the 
different stages of its developmont, from the commencement to the finish. On tho 
top of the west side we see the design, in embryo, Eketched out hy the pofii^er, at the 
trottom bant^>d out probably by the apprentice and craftsman, whilst on the cast 
side wo SCO the compktod work of the master mason. Prom this wo may conclude 
that moat of the work was, aa ubuoI, done in tiiu and not before ss contended 
by some. 


In the west wall of tlio chainhor is a disused and now blocked up doorway lead¬ 
ing into the courtyard in front of the Ikoord Chamber, and through which the 
coortiera and officials entered and passed along a brood passage, screened off from 
the qiiadraugle of the JCtils Mahal, to the royal apartment abcfro. In tho east wall 
is another door which may have been a prirate exit to Uie doaed coionade leadine 
to tho I'urkish Bultlna’s house. ^ 


The sanctum of the great Akhar known as the KhwtbgfLh—literally “ house of 
droama U a small room mensiiring internally 13-11* by ll'-a". Although so small 
no poins were spared in beautifying it, and judging from the remaiiui of the coloured 
Ucooration upon ite walls, it must have been originally one of the moat beautiful 
bpildings lu the city. It b surrounded by a verauduh Q'-GT in width, covered by n 
««-*, cf .tqw wKught on tho ettoior in qnitntion of tile, nnd H.ptnrted on

Btiaits. JDetads of it are shown on Plate III, 

of tlie room is flat on the outside, but the ceiling ia cored, and dmdod 
mto panels by flat projecting ribs of stone. The centre is ornamented by a very 
prctly pofero m reUef. a drawing of which is given in Plate TV, In the upper por¬ 
tion of the ore oblong meesses 14 ^ in depth, which were fUled in with stone 
BglTblue and were used as shelves. The backs were pointed a 


In each side of the room fa a door with a window-opening over 2'-l0* in depth 
closed on tic outside by pierced stone-sereens i whilst the reveaja were ornamented 
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with pjiintmgs. Tho tmll Biwice below the recesses is divided into ei^ht ohlong 
pfineU. enclosed Ijy broad flat Uordere, chamfered at the aidea. These continue up 
the angfles of the room and around the doors and wmdowB, where lhe,v were 
ormunetited wiili small panels containing Persian couplets, Mattering to the vauitjr of 
Akbar. Unfortunatoly^ moat are emsed. but sufficient traces remained to enable us 
to reproduce Plates V and VI: the inscriptiona on which wore restoted. by the aid of 
the copies made in 1871 by the Axchmological Society of Agra. They were then 
rapidly perishing, hut fortunately were translated for the Sodety from whoso Jotu'nat 
they are now reproduced.

They show that the ebaracten were in gold (within a fantastic panel)^ upon a 
ground of chocolate, enclosed by borders of vermlUon. and light bine, Bcparatod by 
edgings of dark blue and gold. 

The borders around the panels, recesses,, doors and windows were also decorated, 
and speciraena are shown on Plate VIL Fig* I* Here again chocolate bos been used 
as ft hack-ground ; but f osteftd of inscriptions, a couveuticinal floral pattern in white 
hi iB been introduced. The borders assiniilato, but here they are edged by lines of 
bright yellow and blue instead of gold and blue. 

Pigs. 3 and 3 of the saiue plate and Eg. 2 of Plate Vin show the ornament 
on the ohamferingB of the borders aronnd the recesses in the walls. In each instance 
the fleld is of yellow and the floral design upon it of dork blue, enelosed between 
two parallel lines of the same tini. 

The architraves of the door were also decorated, and a drawing of one is shown 
on Plate VIII, Eg. 1. In this case the yellow has been dispensed with as a back¬ 
ground, and one of a dark bine, studded with small gold-foU^ shields, subsli tuled. 
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Places IX and X are taken from the reveala of tLo doorways, whicb, althou'»h 

generaUy hidden froin Tiew by heavy ioJiUug dooa swung in stone sockets, ivere ako 
decorated. 

In beauti^ng gniall chainlmr, nothing was omitted which could toiid to 
charm the oye and stimulate the artistic tastes of its royal occupant, aud although «o 
many colouta were emyloyctt in the designs, each blondcd with the other and formed 
a hamomous whole. 


The stone wiunficatting is diyidwl into eight panels and in each was a pnintb*^. 

ar, 53 we know, took a great interest in the arts, ami mndo a (Loe oolluctton of pic¬ 
tures. and was mostearefoi to aca that the description of estch was written over tho top. 

TTnXoctunately portions of two onJy out of the eight panels are loft and these 
arc shown on Plates XI and XII, wlnlst Plate XUI is a deteiJ of the latter. Oiilv 
tt few ohflxactera of tho description romnin: so that it is d.iiUcuU to say what the 
eubjoct represexita. 

In the right hand comer of Plate XI b a hotiec with a fiat roof, and lookinir 
down from it are four people clad in gay ooslomcs of red mid vermilion, fastened at 
the waiflt by narrow A'owiarAtfwda (girdles). Two wear beards nnd have the first 
finger (soemd witli the Muhammadans) jiomted lo iho chin. All wore turbans, 
hut only those of tho two central figures ronmin. One is of plain red and resembles 
the PuTEi or JJanya !mt. whtist tho other b while and twisted in coils round the bend 
And forehead- The fiiec of the figure on the oxtremo right k in a rerv K<>ofl state of 
preso^Hon, and the two next fiiirly so; but that on the left is .}ui‘to obliterated, 
xlic sky {(i represented liy bliie and hecomeg ligliter townrtU llio borixon, D^IildiI 
the conrral figures b an arched cnlrance to n houso with a small square-headed 
doonvay below, nnd a little window on each side.

filled m with screen work. To ihe left of the house, judging from Uie domes! 
mumreta, &c., there appears te hove been a mosquo, whilst at the bottom of the 
picture are the renioins of by-standers. 


Tho rest of tho subject is too obsoiiro to make much out of, but on the extrome 
^c of the paufd Is a deer, behind which are fntgiuents of tents, and probabiv a 
hunting scene was depleted, ^ 


The fresco on Pinto XH Is fbom the north-west angle of the chamber and 
IR m a Bomcwhal better state of preaerration than that just descrihed. It eopresenls a 
boating acone. On the left jmnd upper corner b the l«nk of a river, studded with 
uu.s4» o an ^tern type, intermingled with trees, spires and minnr w t s. The dniw- 
mg of ihese is bad and shorn that tho native artiato of the 16th century had little 
knowledge of the laws of pcwpectivo. Being propelled along the water by oar and , 
sail are s^il boats, both weU hutea with men. In tho first we con trace nine 
peo|de though rile fhces of three arc beyond reeggniUon. Only the outHne of tlie boat 
ts TiKible with Its moot, nggmg. dark red and and ratlines, descending bv which ia a 
sailor. Save the dAoti andpopn he U devoid of clothing, and it ahould he obijcrved 
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hoir much tlacker he than the men belov, who from, kheir general appearance and 

costume be Long to the upiiei clnases. 

The oarsman ia situated at the extreme end of the boat and u clad in a kind of 
sepia costume fastened by a waisCiiand and jimt below the ends of an untied turban 
which falls looseiy over the shoulder. His arms aro Tery attenuated, and with 
Im ill-ahapeu bands ho holds the oar. Of the other occupants, some are standing 
and some are sitting. The; are r|uite fair in complexion, hat this is s marked 
feature with the upper classes of Kindflstan, pacticulariy when of Persian or 
Sashmiriaa descent. The central dgnre is tall and majestie and has a dne face, a 
pointed grey beard, and a long drooping moustache. l£ls dress is of dark blue, rich 
in tone, and contrafits well with those of his confrdrea, who are clad in scarlet and 
light blue. On his left is a lad, probably his son, and the brother of the boy, whose 
head appears fbom behind the most. To the left of this boy is the head of aaother 
figure. Holding on to the mast is a man in a bright scarlet ohapkdn bound round 
the middle by a narrow white band, the dowing ends of which are worked, and hang 
below the knee. Only Im turban, forehead and beard are pcceerycd. At his feet 
arc two other mon in a somewhat better state of preservation. Both wear beard 
and moustache, and the heads of bo'Lh are covered with prettily twisted The 

coat of one is,of a light blue tint, and is tlirown loosely open, disclosing lieneath, a 
white tunic fastened in at the waist. The fore-part of the left arm is mLasing, and 
the right beheld towards the breast and shows the tighUfitting sleeve of the Muhaiu- 
mailait costume. The other msn. dressed in scarlet, learn forward, and is conversiog 
with bU comjianion. The right atm is outatretebed, whilst the left ia pressed towards 
the lower Up, The facts ia upturned and the head crowned by a patfrt, finishing oJT 
in a conical coil at the back. Unlike his C0mpanion, he wears a loose Bbawl over tlio 
ehouldem and across tho bock. AU the dgurea ace carefully dmini, and particular 
attention was bestowed on the &cca, which in point of finish resembles the work of 
& miniature aiiist. 

The outline of the second boat, to the right of the drawing, ts fairly distinct, and 
in shape resembles a gondola. In It wo can trace the remains of six or seven people* 
The mast and sails have disappeared, but a jagged line aboro the turbaned bund of 
the central %tire Indicates tbc former position of Iho latter. The faces of the 
principal %ureB are fairly well pniscrvod* and the one on tho left has the sacred 
finger resting on the lower Up, and is bearded, whilst the other wears a moustache 
only. Tbo muaining passepgers are looking tow'aeds them* nod from Ihis it may bo 
eunuised they are persons of r|uoUty, 

Plale Xn'" represents aboautiM piece of conventional fioml compositiojun blue 
upon a chocolate ground from one of the square piers on the north vcratulnb. It is 
rcproditcetl just os it now is, and the vvliite [latcUcs abow' tbo decayed portions. In tho 
ccoLre n'oe a serrated panel, rich in design and colour, cxtoncUng the width of the 
jtior, and ImjIow and above it olbers, smaller and LorizunL'il. alter tbe etylo of IhoM 
met with iu old ill use rated Persian MSS. 

Tbo ornament is lint and devoid of a!l sliadiiig. Tlial ila composition wns cure- 
f ull y H tiiili iul in evident by iiic setting out lines wbteh can ba traced tliroughout tbe 
design. Tbstc is n aymmoiry and steadiUrsa about the whole, ami the uudkcs boluiieo.

PJate XVl> illustrates the fresco on the eide ’srindow over the eastern dooriray, 
IL shows us a rook-cave wiUiin which ia an angel nippordug a ncir-botn babe in ita 
arms. The flguro is wail drawn and its flowing robes arfl of gold, blue amt tad, 
fastcnml arouml tJ)C wabst by a long white girdle. The wings are white upon an 
Indian red background, and are spread out so as to nicety flit up the ontianco to Hie 
envy. Only the outline of the babe’s head remains to us, but that of tho angei is in a 
fair state of preRervaimn. It is surmountod by an elaborate bead-gear and foatherH, 
caiight n]t hero and thoro hy strings of pearls, A brace of peacocks, upon a dark blue 
tlohl, ure strutting over tlie top of tho cave, tinted a ycllowiuh white and light blue, 
and »1 tlicir feet nro other birds, emerging from the trees and grasa growing in the 
crovicoa of iJie rock. 

Flcto XVo ahows the decomtioiLon tho roveslsof the window over the south 
doorway. It is nothing hke so well preserved as the others, and one dde has almost 
entirely disappeared. The ground Js of blue, and on tlie left hand ddo of the picture 
is a kig® seated figure appireHod in a robe of red. The loft hand is pointing to 
something in the distance, and the right is held out and passing a packet to a 
recipient whcKc hand only appears, Tho head of tho donor and tliC bottom of tbo 
painlitig is impaired, the latter so much ho that it now presents a confused appeamneo 
of lines, out of which wo can distinguish the curves of a leg, foot and trunk, somo 
drapery and a couple of arma, but as tho latter are out of all proj^rtion to tho former, 
it is hardly probnblo they formed part of the same body. 

Bigs. 1 and 2 of Blata £VX give details of tho hracketing used on the flmi floor 
of Uie eolonaded pavilion in front of the KhwiLbgdb itself. They support stone 
Untols carrying long stone slabs, which run at right angles to them and uphold tfao 
terracing of the roof, composed of cfmorote llnished off in cemant. 

Big. and Bigs. 1 and 2, on Binta Xvil, are drawing of amali stone soreens in 
the walls of the painted chamber before alltided to. TJmt shown on Pig. 3 is in. the 
top of the partition separating it &om the Hindd priest's room, and Piga. 1 and 2 ore 
from the fanlights over the west and cast doors. 

Pig. 8, Plato XVU, repTosenta a detail of iiic columns on the ground floor of liio 
pavilion. 

pinto XVIII is a front olevotion of tho caps, braedtote and lintels over tfao 
columns supporting the roof of tho olotstora on tho west side of KhwEibglh. Brom 
tlie section Pig, 2 it will he seen that tlus eomico projects some 2'-T b front of the 
irten}, that it is composed of a eywo-raeto like moulding and n qairked Jii^cia. 
It is supported on moat elaborate hracketa 1-7* in depth by 3*1' in length, wluchare 
sunk OIL the sides nod oTaumented with small moulded pillars and ecmi-leaf rosettes. 
The front ia cnrvetU cut in at the top and bellied out towarda the bottom, where it 
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ends in a roll irith a carrcd crocket on front Bcncatti atid supporting tliisk auotlier, 
an arm of a triple bracket supportuig the ^one lintel spaniiiug tho space between 
the columns. 

A section through the southern cloister is shoim on the right hand ddc of Plato 
n. Ttie cloister is two storeys in height, closed at tlie top, and linked the prii'ute 
Bleeping Bparlmcnl of the Bmperor to that of his Qneen Itiriam, ond cnahled him to 
pass prii-Btaly to bar reaideuce, as he could to Uioso of his other wkes. 


Tnn Gibls’ Scnooi, 

Ttffi Girls’ School, occupying the north-weat au^ie of the Khte Malia], fs a 
low unpretending building. by 17-r* raised above the level of the pavement on 
square atone piers. It conaisb of a school room 32Mr by 13'-tr and a cliias room 
8 -2'* by 14'-l(r. with a Tcrandah on the north aide W-T in width. 

The walls are I'-SJ* in thickness, but they are not soliiL They are composed of 
a series of piers, some S'-tT apark The intervening spaces being filled on the outside 
with vertical slabs of stone aahlaring, iwojecting inwards from which, at right angles, 
are other slabs notched out on the front to receive an open panelled and arcUeil 
screen, whihit horisiontal bond stonee knit the whole together aad serve the purposes 
of bookaholvcs. * 

Projecting on the north and east sides ia a large L-shaped platform, carried, like 
the school, on stone eolmnnfl tanged into airiea, seven feet in length by four in width. 
The innermost aisle was closed by solid stone screens, and was usM as a piivate 
pisaage from the Turkiah Sul^na's house to the PBneh ilahal. AlUiough now par¬ 
tially open, there is ample evidence to show that the Mahal was entirely 

screened off from the large court to the north, upon the stone flagged pavement of 
which IS stUJ to be seen Akbar’a paeAhri hoard, and the low stone stool upon whia he 
sat surrounded by his nobles, whiist the game, played with living pieces-dave 
it la said—progrcaaed. ®

outside by dwarf octagonal ahafts and square piers (detailed on Pinto XXII) ranged 
opiioidte pilflstera at the comets of the building. 

The south facade is shoim ^ Plnte XXlll. and n detail of tho chased wort upon 
its walls on Plnte XSIV. A ride view of the portico Ls seen on Hie former drawing 
and in section on Plate XXSIII. from which it will ho ohservHd it is much loftier 
than the adjoining verauflahs. It extonds as high as the mam roof of the building, 
which, although flat, is suffioicatly sloped to throw tho water off. Originally the roof 
was surmounted by a balustrade, the dowel holes of wUicIi rg^nmn in Uie top of tlm 
cornice, and a detail of which is shown on Plate XXV, Pig. 2, Tim frieze band is 
beautifully cnrvctl with a delicate and well cut fioTBl scroll of exquisite proiwrtiona 
protected by the upper member of tho cornice, which is a cyma in form and sur¬ 
mounted by 3 band nf plain facets, over which b another studded witli lozeugca and 
inebed pellets. 

The roof covering the vermuUh is a litayi^^io composea of solid alnba of stone 
notched on to moulded wnll plates, and to Unteb on the oubiile, supported on brack¬ 
ets and columns. The eiterior is ohiselJed to Imimto an liatian tUod roof, whilst 
the ttofflfc is wrought into an exquisite panelled oeiiing. Prom the drawings given on 
Plates XXVI, XXVD and XXVill it will be observed it b dividcsd into a series of 
long oblong panels separated from ^ch other by ornamented and rabed borders, 
which oorrevpoud to the rafters of an ordinary wooden roof. These arc subdivided 
into panels, enclosed by fiat herring-bone carved borders, and are enriched 

with elaborate geometrienJ devices and jMteric, detailed ou Plates XXJX-XXX. 
A perepeedve view of the ceiling is given on Piute XXXI, Tho liuteb aie richly 
ornamented and protected from the weather by deep eaves can-ed in keeping with 
tlie sulTib—see Plate XXX11- 

The *♦ /cMicw-board” b exhibited on Plate XXV. Pig, 1, The top is scalloped 
and pierced to allow free exit for the water, and b docorated with Icaf-curring and a 
band of omamenteil faoota, whilst the Ja^cia itself b sculptured with a nuaed 
semi-drcular interlaced arcadlng, tenuinating in a snapterd-tassellied and leaf “Curved 
fringe. 

Judging from the TOrious remains about the city this kind of roof appears to 
have been much in vogue during Akbar'a reigu, and one cannot help asking from 
whence it originated. It may have been copied from the common tiled roof of tho 
peasant's cottage, or, which w not tmprobabte. from somo Western prototype. Stone 
ruoCs, as we are awTire> were freqniintly t’onatructed in the south of Enuico, and 
although onkiLowu in England were introduced Into Scotland about the 14th century,

T)ie drip stone um stofts short on the roof of the clobier connecting the residouce 
to the Girls’ iSchool and thel’ancb Mahal (sec Plate XIJX!), hut originally if continued 
round on the north aide and abutted on the raking roof of the veraiidnh, aa it tiow 
does on the south fagade (Plates XX and XXIllj. This b palpable from On osamin- 
ation of tlie huitding. whero the disjioYered miimhers of tha drip and, the wall-phi to 
are atUl to be seen. 

Plates XXXVI and XXXVIl depict samples of tJio decoration upon the piers and 
pillars on the enterior of the honae, Pig. 1, Plate XXX VL, b from tlie nortli-wesl. 
nnd Fig. 2 from tho south-west angle of the hull ding. The bases niid capitals arc 
carved, with nrabeaquo deaigna, and the Hliafta with the iiomognumtc. TJiu work 
charmingl,¥ executed, nnd it is evident that it was tinblied by some oxpcncuocd hand. 

Pigs. 1 and 1, Plate XXXVIl, illustrate the style of gnrichnient on I lie cast 
verandah pilLora. whilst Figs. 2 end 3 show' that uimn the piers on Uie north vcriui- 
dnh. One U omamenttsd with the grape in fnll fniit, anotlier with the vino cntauglcfl 
with the pomfgraoato and melon, whilst the others oxhihit a more rigid and severe 
type of amnment inictspersed with fqlbgo in relief. 

Having now touched cm tlic exterior of thin ’'Superb dowel Casket," as it lias 
lieoD aptly dGsignated. we proceed to examine its interior. As might bo expeeied, 
we And the sculptor has beeti just as Inisy boro with his chisel os on the outside. 
Hardly a square inch of inofionry rcrualus unoorved. and lu turn doorways, walls and 
ceilings luive been dealt with. Of the former, notwithstaitding tho smallm.'ss of tiic 
room, tbure ore four, and over each is a deeply revealed window, which was originally 
filled in with jati work. Traces of carving upon the coiling Tciunin, but in insuflio- 
cient quantity to perniii of a drawing being mode. Beneath it is a bold and well 
cut comic® of cynia coutont (Plato XXXVIHI, enriched with water leaves and a 
Jlfiar-di~fi$ like fringe hanging from the botioni of a seriated iNind of carving ahove, 
Beneath this is an arabesque carveil frioKc. and (hen comes tho lintel of an clnhonitcly 
carved architrave, ivhich encloses a stone lai.tioo-Uko waioscot (I’lnto XXXllI) which 
served as an almirah. Beneath it is a dado divided into eight oblong panels, each of 
which is enclosed by a atone border chamfered on the sides (whldi arc **toolh*' 
carved) and sunk in the middle, whore it is eonched with a scmi-hexnguunl and 
herrinff-bofte pattern. This is again enclosed by a brooder border cMsclled with an 
elaborate repeating fret in which the nmUfUta plays a prominent jairt. 

Bach panel is richly decorated witli conveotioual carving, some of whloL is 
Cluncsc-'llkc in touch and fee ling, and from which eircunislancc one concludes that

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CHAPTER IL 

PANCn MAHAL, 

OsE of the im»t striking building* at EatUpnr-Slkri k that knomi as iJio 
Pn n c ii M a h a 1, or the “ ilTe^stoned paTiUon/' Por what dJstmet purpose it was 
erected one cannot say, but prolmitly it was U 2 ie<t hy Akhar and hia ohosoa rcUiinors aa 
n pleasure tceort, in the aiiy aisles of wbicli he could obtain a cool breeze of an 
evening, and a fine view of tlie adjacent country: or, it may have been esolusivuly 
usoil by tho iadios and children of the court. 

Thepeculbr feattuw of the stnioture is that each story La emnUer than that upon 
which it stands, till at List only a small fciosqno aupported on four amaU Blender 
square shafts forms the uppermost floor, (Sco devntion, Plate XLVn.) 

The key-note of the design appears to be akin to tho plan of a Bnddhist vibanu 
The position of the building i* bUowh on the general plan at tho commencement of 
Ihi* volume, from which It wUl be seen to stand in (he midst of tho royal palaces on 
tho west side of the M a b a 1 -1 - K h a a. On the ground fioor (Plate XLVnih which 
metosurea 57 -11* by 73-4*, there ai^ eighty-four eotnmns: on thohratfifty^slx, on the 
second twenty, on the tlLird twelve, and on the foiirlh. or topmost floor, four. At tho '' 

ttoulh-east angle i* a anmll private entranco from the Mahal-i-Kh4s. The door lias ^ 

gone, but the arehitmvea romais. An elevation of it b glvenat Fig. I, Plate XLVIIL 
The flight of steps adjoining it leads down to the sUme-flagged Court, origin- 

aUy acreensd from Uiia building and the M a h a I - i- iC h is, 'The ground floor was 
divided up into a aeries of small ouMcies by means of atone screens stretching from 
column to column of the aisles. Two fragments are extant: one against the private 
entrance, and the other at the north-east eoraor, whilst additional proof of its former 
esistenoe ia seen by the traces left upon tho atone floor, and shown by a blue tint on 
(he plan. On the oast side the screen was wrought in imitation of brick work, and 
in front was a single-storiifd colonnade, since pulled down, but shown by dotteil Uuea 
on the plan, Sovoral bays of the (filing arc roughly decorated in white eolour upon 
a red ground, and many of the stone beams carrying iho first floor are carved with 
hoBsos, With the exoeptiim of four circular ones, the whole of the eulumns are 
octagonal. The outer row on each of tho sides ia of coupled ahafta and the cglnmna 
arc larger, as they have a greater weight to support. 

The first fioor (Plate XLIX) ta divided by columned aisles, into twenty-fotir liays 
six feet in depth by four in width, Tho columns are coupled ou tho outer sides and* 
the openings between wore probably filled m with screens, the posltjona of which 
^e Hliown on tho plan, A small portion of one still remains on the north-east amfie 
Of tto colum^ forming (be aisles there are fifty-eix, and no two are exoctly^k^ , 

in design, although smuo aasimilaie. The ceilings are constiuotcd of long narrow * 
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slabs of stone ejctending the full length of each hay, and are enppoTted on lintela 
stretching from cap to, cap of the colunma. The cotmcea are plninly moulded and 
enriched with carving (Plate L. Fig. 1). 

On the aouth-weat angle h a niodera stalrcaae leading to Lire ground floor 
and lo the upper stories. Its original course has heen altered gomewhat., and the 
old Sight on the north-east angle, ascending from the third to topmost door, 
has been removed, and in lieu thereof another enhstifuted on Llic south aide 
(Plate LI). The columns on the second, third &ntl fourth doora are octagonal and 
quite plain. Fach floor is protected hy an ornamented parapet (Plate L, Figs. 2 and 
3), and was enclosod by stone screens, the grooves of which are still to be traced on 
the top of the coping. From this oircumstanoe one is led to sunuute wUctUor the 
building was not exclusively used by the ladies of .the «»3»4»a. Below the parnpefs 
on the first and secfoud floors, and around the kioaque on the fourth floor, are cirip- 
Btones, but strangely enough they are omitted on the intervening story, and their 
absence gives the building a somewhat unfinished appearance, This is ob^rvahle 
from the section through the building shown on Plate LIT. The pierced halustradca 
seen thereon are modem; originally they were quite plain and solid (Plate U), The 
detail of that on the first floor is given on Plate L, Pig, 4. 

Plates LUL— T^XXT inclusive represent the carved pillars on the first floor, of 
which it will bo remembered there are fifty-six The numher at the foot of each 
pillar indicates its rclativa position on the plan (Plate XLIX). They need but little 
in the way of description; the drawings ihemselves supply all that is required : but 
attention should be drawn to the delicacy of many of the mouldings, the carving 
upon the (^pilals and brackets, in many mstancee of Iliudh origin, sup^iortbig the 
of the floor over it. It also should be noticed that as the Orders 
were divided into pedestal, column and entablature, so it is hero (sea Plate UV), 
though in this case the bracket-capitals and cornice take the place of the eutabla- 
tuze. 

Plato Lm depicts two of a quartette of iu/mlated columns sbrnding at the extreme 
north'west angle of the building, and hero placed rightly in order to lend oddittonn) 
strength and solidity where they ore most wanted. Had this not been so the corner 
would have been uustabte as well as most unpLeasing and unaatistdetory to the eye. 
The four columns, though detached, stand upon a common pedestal, slightly mouldod 
at the top and with a square plinth at the bottom. The bases arc square, but broken 
forward a litUo in front for sake of variety. The shafts are spiral and terminate at 
the top in a olusber of lotus-huda. They measure ten inches across, and aro five 
diameters in height measured from the top of the base proper to the underside of tho 
^pital. The ^pitals oro octagonal and are delicately carved with cones, the pine¬ 
apple and small trees, whilst on the necking, over a band of facets, is a jirelty 
flowered wreath of ffut-tnehuth Surmounting the cap is a Ijracket-cnpital, ^vhich 
supports the ends of the stone lintels of the roof. It i« chamfered on the sides and 
has a roll moulding across the top. Fig. 3, on the same plate, exomplihos the kind 
of corbels used to support tho drip-stone on the exterior of the fui,ndu,—the wall plate 
of which is quirked at the bottom edge by an octagonal moulding. I'he up{>cr (lart 
is plain, of a eyma contour, and projects considerably in front of the lower, Tho 
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eiiles are su k and imricljed ^ilh wvM executed pftiene encloflcd hr a headed border, 
and along the firat is a moulding carved at the ends with snlall rosoitea. The 
iotver pari of the corbel is plain and moiildcil somon'^hat after t he form of a ctiseliv. 

Plate LIY represents two of the coupled pillars (Nos. 20 and 21) on the west 
fajade.

At ibe sides arc small moulded balusters, the front feces being panelled aud eomo- 
Yrhnt ruddv sculptured by dwarf flowering trees. Tho remaining porlion of the cap 
is made up of mouldings, and the loxvost member is leaf-carved. I'lui aur-capital ov^ 
column Ko. 31 oorresponds to that over column Xo. 1 (Plate LV) alrenxly described. 
The next Plate. LXIV, shows three shafts numbered 2i, Ih and 16 resjieetivciy 
on lb© plan (Plate XLIX)* but we need only touch on their siir-capitala. That over 
pillar Xo. 24 is equate. The 4r»m is recessed ia the middle and caned with a plain 
liadly-formed ftower-vaae. from the tops of which droop lotus buihij whilst ife sn^ afo 
Bcuipiurcd in relief with foliage.

The columua on Plate LXV, numbered 40 and 47. are from tUo south-wist cm 
bavs. Both shaffe are octagonal and have broad moulded bauds running ncro^ lUe 
mi^e- The bottom of shaft Xo, 40 b prettily decoxated. and the top is (.Townpd by 
a wcU-propoTtiooEd capital moulded at the botioru aud ornamented across the middle 
bv a band of open leaf-<jacving. This isagaiu surmounted by a suc-capifel, i^tngoiml 
below and square above, whore it U carre*! with a amall, slender, flomx-circular slmit. 
entwined with flowered ueralls, which branches into two at lb© top and dcsccudiug

Column Xo. 47 is of quit© a diircrent type from any we nave yet seen. Its

Tbo bottom memhurs of (ho miyor-eapitaJ over column No. &3 are enriched with 
raueil leaf facets, the cone pittern. eo common to nil Qindii work. TJie drum of the 
cap is ornamented by flnt chamfored and slightly raised multi toll panels terminated 
by leaf tassel ends, tn front of those on the side faces are moulded circular poudants, 
wtLh sqtuire caps attnobed loth® bottcui of the al»icu4 above. 

Tlie major-capita) over eolumn No. 53 resembles that over column No, 10, 
previously described on Plato LXll, 

Column No. 18, Plate LiVlI, Is from, the third row* of pillars on the northern' 
most nialo, and esbibits yet ftnothyr ^-nriety. Aero® tlie centre of the ultaft,and ilivid- 
Ing it into two distinct portions.is a deep *' stalactite*' band. Thn lower is eclagoua). 
whilst the upper is round and of greater diameter at the top than at the bottom. 
Like the surroundiog columns il ia aurmounted bj a double-capitaL The lower is 
octagonal and is divided into three tnemliere; the Irnttoni consists of an ornamented 
ouretto-necking superseded by a canned baud (so common in Anglo-Saxon 

and Norman aridiiteeture); the middle of a plain broad Jaji&itt, and the top of a (hlw 
^c(?/-earved emetto and Jlltef*. 

The upper capital is cwAion-siiaped. with an octagon-monlded necking, and the 
sides are enriched with conventional lloral carving of a Persian typo. 

Plate LNVrn illustrates pillars Nos. 38 and 30, the relative positions of which 
are aliown on the plan (Plate XLIXI, 'fhe shafts anj girdled by anmleti. and are 
crowned by major and minor octagonal oapiinls. The marked dilferenec between the 
two columns consists in the treatment of these caps. That over column No. 3B is octa- 
g nuil, but has a wtuare scrotlniarved bandat the top. and thefhees of the drum omn' 
ineated wiUi a raised, pointed, interlaced arcadieg filled in ivith leaf-carving, Tho 
necking coiisisto of a cytna. water-leaf can ed, and' a plain toogued moulding. 

The siir-capital over column No. 39 is notsoreftnodas somo wo have seen. With 
the exception of a square aftacu4 at the top (AciMf ornamented on tiie edge), the whole 
is octagouaL Tlic lower part is deeply and coarsely moulded, and tJie drum of the 
cap bends outwards towards the top and bottom, but is tightened in at the waist by a 
ribbed toi'us, Bath the u^jper and tower parts are ornamented with water-leaves, 
hiid the sides of the drum are occupied by circular and moulded pembuts, soapemled 
from the aoHit of a square 

Flam LXli exhibits four douhJe-capitale from the pillars marked Nos. 36, 31 ,50 
and 5J OD the plan. The two first are from the coupled col uians on tliu eastern fa?ade 
and tho latter two from tUu east end of the south enclosing wall. 

The upper oapiteJa over oolumna Nos. 50 and Ql are quite plain and primitive, 
but probably they were never finished, Tiiey arc united by a deop moulded e&acHs] 
enriched with an open floral band of carving across the JoiMlo, and with fiicets alone 
the upiwr and lowennoat members. ^ 

A sweion of the capital is shown cm the aide of the drawing, as well ns details of 
the carving upon the minor capitals. 

It is unnecessary to give a detailed occonut of the capitals Nos, 36 and 37, as they 
so (dosely resemble those already described, surmounting shafts numbered IS, 13 and 
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49 . It shoiilil mention^, bowovor., Ibat the aide# of Uie drum of the eiir-capital 
over colutiiu No. 37 are moulded and slope from tUe bottom upwards. 

plate LXX shows four more <>r the capitals from the east fa^o. They are richly 
carrod, particularly thoac numborod 23 and 21 . which it will Iws noticed are com- 
posod of three distinct parts, and are bevelled outwards from the top. They are 
detailed on Plate LXXI, whilst a full rijto drawing is &imwn at A of half of Ibe upper¬ 
most portion of the cap. 

^e sur-capital of colunm No. 41 is so like that over No. 2 (J, Plato LVI. as to 
need littte description i but attention should be drawn, to the bottom of Uie drum, 
which ts sculptured at each corner with the heads of tuBkor--eiephants, a very appro¬ 
priate de-dgn for the decoration of the capital of an Eastern column. Their trunks 
are thrown forward, their mouths gape open,and their feet are pawing ibe ground ss 
if engaged in combat. 

The three last plates illustmting this quaint and remarkable building are Nos. 
LXXU, LiXIIa. LSXnh, and. being in perspoctiTe, nmy convoy to those unaccos- 
tomeil to reading technical drawings a better idea of the arringejnont of the columns 
of irhicb we have lieen speaking than the ptann. 'fhey afford os a glimpse from floor 
to ceiling of the norOi-weet and north-east angles of the chamber, and show the oon- 
atmetion of (he roof with its stone iieams resting njion tlio four-armed moul<led 
bmckoU projecting above the enricbed cajnfals of the various aolumna of which the 
aisloa are formed. Although adapted to Muhammadan architecture, the form of 
the shafts arc nnmistakeably of tlindh origin, and Hindd influence can be iraccfl 
throughout the whole building, even to the carvings upon the capitals, which are VIJ 17 
likesome belonging to two ancient Jaina tern pi css of the second century B.C., exca¬ 
vated from the KankAU-tili at MaUiurft by Er. PQhrer some two or three years ago 
and dealt with in another voliune of these Keporta.

liXXiv and, sooiioTiPlate LXXV). Pisiug from the centre of the t€ssel1ate<l rhani l>er 
and ruaoltit^ as high a? ttm sUa of the uppoe wLadaxrs is a laj‘gc octagcuinl column 
tPtatu LfXXVI) surmouated bf an enormous circular capital eouiprised of three 
tiers of radiating 1irackets, each tier projecting above and in fronc of Uie olber, 
the lowest springing from the top of the column. Four broad Fieoius endinte from tho 
top nf the cap (Plates LXXVII and LXXVIir) to the corners of the buildtug, which 
are oorbellorl out after the manner of the iargu capital to support their qiuulrant> 
shaped ends. Tradition aimrU that Akhar’s thrmie occupied the circular apace over 
the capital, and that the comerB were aasigned to fovir of his ministers, who approached 
the Emperor with their respective portfolios along the passages ovoe the bennte, the 
Rides of vriilch ore enclosed b;.' open soreen-work. 

Inside, the chambet measures 2S'-9'' square, and on the outside some 43'~3\ 
The walla arc (jujrcefl on the ground floor by four doorway's, 7'-3* in width between 
the jamlts, and by deep window openings filled in hy jfdli work screens, one of which 
is shown on Plate T^XXIX, Fig, 1. 

In the thIeknesB of the wall on iho north'*west and south-east comers arc steep 
fitaircasea lighted hy windows, shown on Plate LXXl 11 . Piga. 2 and 3, leading to the 
roof and lo n balcony S'-t* in width, ruuniug around the exterior and interior sides 
of ihe tmilJing on the same level as the pasisages radiating from the Ihronu capital. 
A section through the building is shown on Plate LSXV, It is Ukeu through the 
centre of the hidlding and from west to east, and therefore Ihe column in the middle 
is shown in seetton. and ihu trollis-work of the passages along ihe beams appears in 
eluvattou. The duimbcr has a curved roof divided up into paneU or by tkt 

projectiug ribs, and from the middle of the ceutral panel drops a Tory cfToctive stone 
IMuidunt. .k plan hmklng up at the ceiling showing the disposition of the ijouels and 
rilis is given, on the sumo plate at Pig, 2. In tlio uortb-west and south-eiwt coruera 
of the chumber, juat above the galleries, nro ooJTors, shown at Pig. 4, on the loft bf 
PluKi IjXXV, which were proluilily used for storing state documeuts, voluiihiutt, &c. 
They were dosed on the imide by slalw of stone and again on the outside by stone 
doors^ fftstetiod by jiadloeks. Tbueockut-holes in which they swung are to be Been, as 
well ns ibuRc iu thu thresholds and lintels of the various doorways, all of which 
appear to have luum clotuid by stone doors, 

Plate LXXX is an devatioa of the ocutral column, aud Plates KKXXI. LXXXII, 
LXXXlll and LX XXIV arc its accompanying details, In outline ii is decidedly 
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Hindii, aad so an* the details, hut the carving upon the shaft and pedestal is of 
Sarsceuie character. The plinth of the pedestal U in one piece and the shaft and 
hase in another* whilst the tniuer vapitsj is composinl of a third piece. EacJi curbci 
composing the major or tlirono-supporting capital is composed of five separate p«eces 
of stone, and a front as well as a side elevation of one is given on Plate LXXX, 
also a quarter plan of the ctvpitaL 

Plato LXXXl is a detail of the pedestal, and Plate T i XXX ll of the bottom of 
the shaft, which is square, although above it (irat becomes octagonal and then dslceu- 
eidetl. Its sidesf are chiselled with a chevron pattern, and ihehottoma are minutely 
panelled. Btjth the capital and nocking tPiafce T . XXXT Tl are circular. Tho former 
is moiiMed anil leaf-carved, and the latter is omameinied witli a 

Plate LXSXV (fitmt elevation) reproaenta the exterior of the building. It is 
dyai giiait in excellent proportion, and standB on a ■moulded and panelled pllnili 2'-8'' 
high. In the centre of each fa^de is a sjiaoious doorway spanned above hy a Hat 
lintel* supported on hiackets of Htndti origin* springing from meiildod caps over the 
jambs. On each side of the north And south doorway ia a largo and deeply recessed 
window opening, filled in with very fine perforated tracery, seen to advantage a» the 
setting sun dips behind the long range of brohen and rugged hillodts to Ihc west 
of the city. The efifeet of the waning tight as seen through the perforatioaa is 
oharming, and as the visitor paeaesacross the now deserted Court, ouoe so 

full of life and gaiety, ha cannot help stopping to admire the scene, and as he does so 
he is apt to linger, absorbed in thought, till the cry of the mu^in from the G res t 
H.a$ j i d in. the distance reminds him that the sun has set and it is time to proceed 
there, would he obtain a glimpse of the Faithful at their evening devotions. 

A Bpeclmen of one of the screens is illustrated on Plato LXXIX, Pig, 1. 

Above the windows and doors, and dividing the fhendes into an upper and lower 
story* is a gallery supported on olnsters of massive moulded stone corbels and enclosed 
on the outer side by treUis-work. Details of it are given on Plate liXXXVI, Figs, 1 
and 2, The window and door openings on Uxc st-coud floor are suemounted by a di^p 
drip-atonc,'im£l, according to correct canons, are raugod over those below. The drip- 
Btone. Fig. 3, Plat« LXXSVI, is tailed into the wall and uotohod ou to a ^lone pbito 
Bupnorted on moulded bracketa. Tho spaces heiweon the brockota mo orunmcnidl 
with ejahorate and weU*carved potera. birds. &c., The Utter have been hacked 
about and spoilt by sooie iconoclast. 

Almve the frierc—protected by tlic driiHstooe—coraos an emliattlcd parapet 
moulded along the top and bottom, whieh vm origmally^ surmounted by a tre^ 
lialustrade- Over eactb c&mer ia n emalJ domed kiois^ue eupjiortM ou four sleadur 
«.uare pillars, and the roof is stepped out lu the form of a platform from which a ^-ery 
fine view' of the city is obtained with its almost e nd l e ss domes, minarets andkiosquca, 
See Phite LXXXVll. 

It ia known that during the year of 1675 Akbar completed at B»<hpur-Bikri the 
*Ih4dat XMnah. a building in which men of learning and gemus could aiaemhie for 
nurposos of discussion. lU position has not yet been identified, but by some it ia 
iuou-ht that it ia idcnttcai with the Dlwfin-T-Khlls. ** ITie building wea dividoil imo 
fuur halls; the western to be used by the Soyyida, ordoacondanta of the rropVict ; the 
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ftouthem by the leanicd men, wiie bod Btudied and a£<|iifrcd knowleilgo; the northern 
by ihoee venenible fur their wisidoni and Bnbjoct to inspiration. The casioni Imll 
wRfi doTotod to noblea and udlcera of State, trlio«c taate* irene in union n iib tboae 
of one or other of the wlassee referred to.

Cyvcr each b a 
square-hcad'U window filled in with jaR work, and detailed on Plate C. The eaves 
are of stone, projecting some B'-7* from the face of the walU and carried on moulded 
corbels (Fig 3, Plate XGVII), They are surmounted by a Idgh parapet feced with 
atone and carved in imitation of a castellated wall. Beneath the nwrrlw pieces are 
plainly moulded discs; than comes a horizontal band of crosses, and iMJueath this is a 
moulded string-course.

Details of tho entrances are shown on Plate XCVIH and XCTX, F^. 1.

The fiiyfldf# are shown ou Plate OlV ami Plato CV, Although when seen in 
elevation they took rather stifl and rigid, they do not appear so when viewM in per¬ 
spective, Their proportion# are excellent, and it i# evident they were very carefully 
studied and worked out. The pewition# of the rarious ilL-or* nnd ivindowB have been 
rttPAfully considered, and. a# it should be. the centre of the one i# over ihe centre ol 
the other. Pilaaiers hafe been introduced at rc^Ulnr iutorvals along the wnlls. and 
between those and the doorways arched recosMs o*- niche# liave been inserted, to 
break up the wall space.

into three hajs. In. order to get thtsmall of the same size owing to its extra IcDglh. 
the nrchitccl has cleverly subdivided the central one into three parts, making the 
middle poriiun. etjuiLl in abe to the liays on the other fronts and dividing the cseess 
apace ixtio two wirial wings linked together at Iho top liy email four-ccutrcd arches. 
In the centra of the wall is a tint-headed doorway leading into the dmwing room, and 
afaove it b im arched window opening, filled in with a perforated stone screen. A 
detail dm^ius eX it aoi) the windaws m. liic ea^t and west fronts is gtven on Plate 
CVI, pFotectiug the vccumltthH and the aides of llw buildings from the prolific mins 
and the glare of the summer sun, is a deep ovorhangtng drip-shme or eavc. support ed 
on masstTo moulded hmekets, in some instances ornamented with carving, which m 
Uindd In feeling. Around the top of one brocket ia sculptured o procesaion. of geese, 
a baud of semi-le&r rosettes, and a leaf-omnmcuted and moulded 

hnluiiter {see "Fig, 1, Plato GV'tll. Pig, 2 of llm same plate shows the front of one of 
ihese bracket^, anil the carving upon it represents the Bama-lucarnation of Krishna. 
He i^ attended by nanvunttn, and stands upon n lotua. and in each hand holds one of 
the sacred bulbs of that plant. Above the figure is a band of kirtti^hiuli'hQe and 
below It a sunk border carved with M/iTaoni ducks. Other drip-atoue brackets are 
sbowu on Pliitc CVni, One reprtisented ou Pig. 1 ia sculptured with a couple of 
elcpbciuis Earmounted by a band of i and on the other (Fig. 2} a 

couple of fat geese witluh n sunk panel. The attitude ol' tbcsn ia amusing: they 
look like flfldgelings trying to fiy. A parapet crowns the drip-KtOttC. and it is divided 
toagitudmally into two pjuts by a moidded slrina^couiae, Tho upper portion is 
enriched by e slightly rdsed and pointed iutcrinced acemimg, standing on a plain 
band iudseil with erossc&. A detail drawing of it is given in Fig, 2, Plate CVHl, 
whilst Fig, 3 of tUc .same plate delineates the plinth mouhling to a large scale, 

Ct*owuiug the north fatude^ and leudtug great effect to the design, ia a pretty, 
airy and well''proj»irijODed pavilion, carried on eight slender ^^luirc shafts and 
cm ered by n bipiicd roof, the ridge of which ia carved with bold watcr4eaves and 
surmounted by moulded tiniale, It h divided by a floor into tw'o tow atoriec, and 
pctsslbly ibcy muy have been used [luring tlin hot weather os sleeping apart- 
;incuts. 

The walU of the house. b<jth inside and out, were riohly painted with fVeacoea, 
oiul the Piatz!Si numbered CIK to CKX Illustrate the mote important of these. In 
vomc mstaucea the ilmwing w4Ui spirited and wall done, and the colouring, judging 
from what remains, was rich and fine iuTouo. It ia well known the Great. Moghul, 
a* Akbar is called, took n great iuinrest in puiutiiig, Seeilon 34 of the Mn~i-Ak&uri is 
entirely dcvtjted to the mts of writing and painting, and here we learn that’ " His 
Majesty fretu bis earliest youth has shuwu a great predilection for the arts and givcfi

the clerks; ho theu* confers rewards accurdinij to the exccIlcnGe of worhimiiistiip, 
or increases Uio montlilr salaries. Much proffre-s.'^ wait made tn the comniL'ditica 
ref)tiircd by iwiiuters, aud the (Jorrect prices of aueh articles were careTuily ascer¬ 
tained. The mixture of colours 1ms eapccioHy been improved. The pictures thus 
received a hitherto untnown. dnisk. Moat excellent painters are now to be found, 
and mastcrpicccB, wortliy of a may bo placed at the side of the wctul&rful 

works of the European painters who have obtained Tv*orld-wido fame, Tlie minute¬ 
ness in detail, the general dnbii, Uip bolUiieas of execution, &o„ now obs<^rv'^^d in 
pictu'cs are mcomparahle; oven inanimate objects look as if they had life, More 
a hundred painters have become ramons masters of tlio art. whilst the number 
of lliosc who approach perfiiciioii or of those who are middling is very large. Tliis is 
especially true of Hindiis: iheir pictures surpass our concexdion of things, Eew 
indeed in the whole world are equal to them.' ‘ 

So far was the decorator*^ art carried that even the stone lintels of the ver¬ 
andah celling were richly ornamented by coloured panels, containing beautifully 
written couplets by Eaizl, the brother of Ahul Fasi, and whose house is still to be 
scon on the north side of the Groat M a s j i d. Fig. 1, Plate CIX. is an exact repro¬ 
duction of thg w^ialled already referred to. It ispai' ,ed upon a square 

panel over the doorway on the north-west angle of the building. Fig. 3 is i line 
copy of another pain ling upon the oorrespondlng panel on the opposite side of the 
house. Both measure about 2’-3" by 2'-0'' and arc enclosed by rich floral !)ordeM. 
The most prominent flgure in the first picture is an angol seated upon a chair with 
a crenellated back. The left leg ilaaslcs over the comer of the chair, anil t he right 
is drawn towards the body, after the fashion of the East, and croaaed upon the seat. 
A long flowing robe caught up over tlie loft arm, which rests upon the breast hiddan 
by a blue tippet, entirely covers the figure. The right arm falls down the right 
Bide of the body aud rests upon the leg, behind which is a blue pillow, 'Ehe legs 
of the chair have disappearedp but below is a footstool. Tlio fhee of the nngcl 
is now a blank, Tmt around the threat a nBcklaoo is obaetvablo, and emerging from 
the shouldera are the wings spread outwards iso as to occupy the upper part 
of the pointing. Fiswi-rie to the angel is another. It is much Binaller. and only 
the outline of the face and wings are tmocahle. Upon the upper right hand comer 
of the pictunj is a canopy with a riobly embroidered Pcisinu top. If is supported 
on poles and probably covered some one of note to whom the heavenly messenger 
had been sent, but whether the Madonna one cannot now say. Tho picture is 
enclosed by a border of red, worked upon which is a golden scroll overlaid wi1li 
white and "blue flowere. Fig. 3. Plato OIX, also depicts a couple of nn^la visiang 
some one seated heneatb a canopy, but no one has ever thought of describing this as 
tho iitni^natian. The canopy is on tUo right of ths picture, and onclosing the 

bottom is a festooned valance, hut tho top is too obiitemted to make anything out 
of, Tho occupant is clad in a long loose-flowing robe. At tire back of Uie canopy 
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u an ang«1, <»pfl approaohuig it vitli njiliftcd liands ia another: wbi!st between the 
two is a third lijiira dresed in a skirt and a tunic teaching down to the knees and 
thrown open at the chest. The liands are clasped and rest on the waist, encircled 
by a Uici^ 5ash. the ends of wbich tmt on the ground and help to dU up the tracant 
apace between the ligure and the canopy. The lower part of the pictore represents 
a garden with a couple of people in it one of 'whom appears to bo a woman. The 
other ia eridently a man, atrire<l in a long rO'bo^ tightened in at the middle by 
a scarf, wlih the ends thrown carclcusly orer the shoulders and aoiosa the arms. The 
hair b curled and wto^ hy a cap, like those worn by Panjilbls. The left hand 
holds a lung straight stick with a knob for a handle, and ihn righE is upheld as if 
taking something from one of tJie trees standing midway between him and the 
woman. At the woman’s feet is a pcanook, and. gliding away from the trunk of the 
Icon is a serpent; If the painting shown on Fig. 1 pottrays the Ani^tn$ci«iim per¬ 
haps this is meant to depict the JPall m the Qarden of Bden. 

Big, 1, Plate CX. ilinstmtcs the decoration upon one of the pillars on the north 
Tetundah, whilst Bigs. S and 8 are drawings of fmginuuta of paintings frum the east 
wail. Plate CXI is taken irom one of tUe puncUod. piers on the east remadah. The 
colours are ohlitented, hat blue appears to haro been freely used. Plate CXU 
shows Buotnar painting from one of liie north verandah piers, and from the inscrip¬ 
tion on it we gather it represents an elephant tight and Uie names of the ftfiiTimT*^ 
Bakht Bali and partabah^ anti further that Bali tiaa aerioualy woiinjied Partubah 
by a ireineudona blow on the head. 'Oie inscription runs—

which reads:—Behold the power of Bakht Bali! He Inflicted such a terrible blow 
upon the head of Partnbah that smashed hie head." The animajs are spiritedly 
drawn, and the saddle clutha and. robes are very carermiy delineated. They are

'dm^es" iguad) and “ttofoA" (apaar). The background appears to bare been bltte 
and gold, whilst the elephnnie were painted black and their tTtippiaga white 

Plate CXni ohuwa portion of the freoeo on the north side of the house. At 
the top is a pare of an embattled waU with oceagonal busLUina surmoimced by 
klo^ues. Iji the wall are two arched opuniuga tilled In with doom of the pattern 
comoiiiQ to the period, and eimijario th(ii»e Leading into Islam Khiu^o Tomb 
wilhin the oonrtyanl of the Clreat Majyxd, and wnich will be descrihed hereafter. 
Below this comes & tesaQUataii pavement, and. rioing from it is a largo octagonal turret 
crowned by an open kiowiiw, wit* a man to its right holding in his hand a long pule 
with a ncHi^e at the enA Ho is ounreising wi th and hockoning to another man strid¬ 
ing at the hack of a houso on the right of tOo turret. To the loft is another house 
with a honeycombed dado, and from behiud it a man u oautiously peeping. At the 
bottom of the picture are other figures, but they ara all too much decayed to make 
much out (jf. 

Plato CXIV givm a repieacntaibn of another pai ntin g on the north facade. It 
preeents a bird't-eye view of »u embattled fort, Beneath a gateway, on the left 
jride of the drawing, a howfliuan is pasolng to the healing of drums, by mnsioiana, on 
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the outeide. aloxii; the tree-lined roadwny an scriera) otlior niun. some of 

whom ore mouutcth wUilAt others itro ou toot. With them are two ciMta$, Prom 
this we may ini]>]ioee ihot tliu subject rcpresisnte a hunting expedition. The two 
next plates, OX nndi CXVI, are drawings of a pieot^ of linry painting upon the 
pilasters on the north-west coinor of tho buiLdiug. Uorizootally crnaaiii^ Phi<oCXV 
ifi represented a meamlerlng river. Ite grassy banka are strewn with boulders, and 
are dotted wirh trees and water plants, omungst which peacocks and other bir<h» are 
strutting, ilising irom the lower hank is a Inrg^t couvenUonul tree and Hitting 
amongot iu upper branuhe» arc pigeons and storks. On each eide of it is a cypress 
tree. The major portion of the oompamon plate is occupied by a largo fruit tree, 
and ensconced amougjit its branches are birds, some roosting and some plum¬ 
ing themselTes. whilst others arc satisfying their hunger by picking at the tempt¬ 
ing fruit growing upon the hanks. The cypress cnctuses the sides of the picture^ 
snd a water plant partially til la tlie bottoQL In both inatanccs the background 
is bine and the trees red, whilst Iheir feathery occupants are of various and diverse 
hues. Prom the drawing and colouring, more cspedaily Of the trees and birds, one 
might suppose that mo work is either by a Japanese ardst or d copy of a Japanese 
picture. 

The drawing on Plate CXTII is of a painting firotn one of the piers on the east 
Torandah. The backgrouujl is gold and the coats of the itgnrua upon it are of vnrioua 
bright colours. The horse over tha sunk panel in the centre of the pier b white 
and fairly welt drawn, and is napped in the prevalent stylo of the Bast: the pommel 
of the saddle is curled over in the front and the aaddle doth is of dark blue trimmed 
with white. The rider is dressed in rod. All ihe men ore clad, have iaifmrdandt 
round the waist and hold IdfMt in their bands, anil their bead eoverbigs are pafffit. 
The painting Ja too decayed to be clearly mode out, but ^ trunk, head and part of a 
foot ot ou elephant ore stUl discemihle it may have portrayed a hunt, The two 
drawings girim on Plate CXVIII probably represont a battle scene, Big. 1 shows a 
well drawn olephamt equipped with a red saddle-cloth fastened round the holly hy a 
broad girth. A mahittoai is goading the agiTna] on, and at hia back is seated a 
warrior dothed In white, holding a spear in his hand. At the top of ihe paintmg 
are the remmus of >>ereral men whoseiieada are turhaned, and at ihe bottom U a body 
of louoers in the act of obargiug. Their spears are held la the right band, whilst 
the left clutches tlicir shields. A man on the right of the plotnre is cutting with 
his sword &i the-foremost horseman. Big. 2 ie probably a continuation of the sceno, 
but instead of cavalry we have a body of promiscuously armed foot soldiers, some of 
whom are oanying Hanibcaux, oreseent'abaped at the bottom, in their hands. On the 
top of the fresco are two riderless tTisker elephants the one charging at the other, and 
beyond them Is a tree; and as it is surrounded hy a platform approached hy steps, it 
evidently belongs to the class of sacred objects. Tlie next plate, CXIX, depicts a tiger 
hunt. Bashing through the jungle is a large tusiett wbieh by its trunk has caught 
a wild animal in the act of springing upon the back of a horse, whose wary Hder, 
being fully alive (o the dangeri baa tamed. In bis saddle, and is dealing it a heavy 
blow with a double-edged dagger.

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Tlic citrphBnt La Wack and tjia head is decorated writh feathers. Not much 
remains of tin* ma& 'ntiai, hul tiia good, renting upon tho beafi of the tasker, « intact. 
The botsemftn wears a red tnnic and blue bfCJ:che«, and rrom the feather in hk cap 
pretnimahly Irtdonga to ibe upper classes, IJh horse has reared oo its hind legs and 
lias its head lurufal in a very ffightened manner towards itn foe. On the right of the 
elepbnxtt w a palm tree with a manat the tmok holding in hia hand what is perhaps 
intended for a gun. and on the loft is another tiger breaking covet from the jungle 
milt ptiraning a horse whose hind-guarters only are Tisible, 

To wba( extent the walla of Miriam'a house were decorated may be judged 
from Plate OXX. will> wliich the first volume of this report doses. The previous 
drawings. with thu decoration, present to us only rragmenta of frescoes, but 

hero we ie on entire painting, imperfect in parts it is true. It occnpies the entire 
Trail space between two of the pilasters on the cast side of the bouse ; the panel in 
the centre we have already seen to a larger scale on Plate CDC, bo that th»o is no 
oc^ion to allude to it again. Tlie subject below the panel almost without doubt 
represents a tournament, It is teeming with life, and is crowded with mounted 
horaemen, mcBt of whom are armed with bowa and quiverre well stocked with arrows. 
They arc riding full tilt and discharging tlieir missiles os they go, and at the same 
time guide their steeds, after military fashion, with their kneea and legs. Two 
elephants also have a place in the show. That on the right of the pointing is hedecked 
Trith a collar and feathers, and over the hroad bordered hateda cloth hang two 
bells coanocted by a rope which, toiling os the ponderous animat sways to and fro. 
afford a timely warning of its approach to unwary pedestriaafl. Oi-er theturbaned 
bead of the rider is au umhrolla, and feom this one gathers he is some one of note, 
and k probably the toumaTnenl marshal, Hia haoda are upraised os if directing 
the proceedings, and two or three foot attendants are attentively watching hia move¬ 
ments, At the rear of the elephant are the remains of a rft/itMijrdaa, beneath which 
are people wntohing the and between it and another on the left end of the 

fresco ore other apectatops, seated on a raised dais, to whom the actors in the toama- 
ment deferontiaily look aa they pass and repaaa, The <lf awing is well and spiritedly 
done, and there is a style about it which one would hardly expect native artists 
of the flixtoenth century capable of producing. The horses and elephants are parti¬ 
cular! v well drawn, more espociaUj the former. From their imntings they appear 
to have paid more atteotion to animate than iuaninmte objects. As the horse 
jiitd elcpbauL arc the uomnion l>caste of burthen of the day, they would naturally be 
more au/ait at these studies than others. They bod little or no idea of the laws of 
perspectivo, ami that this was so is evident from the drawing of tho fortified 
endofluredepicted on the left of the painting. The dome-shaped octagonal bastions 
tm the ontoide of the hattlemcnted walls are very badly drawn, likewise the 
entrance to a building within the enckwnre in front of which are several figures in 
various attiludi*, perhapfl servants and tnemolfl, in the employment of grandees 
(ouating on Ihe outside of the walk. We have already seen that the art of painting 
tiouri&hed under Akbar's benign rule. Prom the seeUon already quoted we also 
leom particuhirs of the royal painters and Akbar's opiniona on art. We read of 
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Daewantlit the fujn of a btiarur. ” who d^Tvotod hts whole lift.* to the art, and 
used froou lave of this pnirtssion UnliAw and paint figiifcA irrcn on Hiu wnlla, and 
onQ day the eye of His Majoaty fell on him : his; taJont waa diisoovered. anil ho him¬ 
self handed over to the Kh^jah. In a short time he aurpnaaed all paintera, and 
became the firid master of the age. Unfortunately the light of his taieuta was dimm ojl 
by the shadow of nmdness: he ecummitted Huioule. He has left many masterpieces J' 
His rival b given as one Basa^mn, ** who was excellent in hack-grounding, ^wtng 
of features. dbtiibutJon. of colours, portrait painting, and several other branches.'* 
Further on we read t I have to notice that the observing of the hgtires of objects and 
the making of ItkenesBus of them, which are often looked upon as an idle occupation, 
are, for a well-regulated mind, a source of wisdom, and an antidote against liie poison 
of Ignomnce. Bigoted followers of the letter of the law are hostile to tho art of 
painting, but their eye* now ace the truth. One day at a private party of friends, 
His Hajesty, who had conferred on. several the pleasure of drawing near him, 
remarked; 'There are many that hate painting, but such men I dislike. It 
appears io me as if a painter had a peculiar meaus of recognizing Ood: for a painter 
in skotehing anything that has life, and in drawing its Bmb*, one after the Other, 
must come to feel that he cannot bestow individuality upon his work, and is thus 
forced to think of God, the Giver of Life, and will thus increase in knowledge/ Tlie 
number of masterpieces of painting increased with the encouragement given to the 
art. Persian books, both prose and poetry, were ornainonted with pictures, and a 
very large number of paintings we* thus collected. The Shry cf lEitmsah was repre¬ 
sented in twelve volumes, and clever paincers made the most natonishing Ulnstra- 
taona for no less than one thousand and four hundred pages of the story. The 
ChtHgvmwoit, the Zajhrui'mah, tho JEnDjnmiaOjt, the and the 

the £ali<ib J[>ujana/i, the J^ydr IXiatsA, &c., were all illustrated:. Hia Majesty him¬ 
self sat for his likeness, and also ordered to have tho likenesses taken of all the 
gtandees of the realm. An immense album was thus formed: those that have 
passed away have received a new life, and those who are still alive have immortality 
promised them. In the same manner as psintora are oneauraged employment is 
held out to ornamental artists, gilders, line-drawerB, and pagers. Many JiLuLsabdim, 
Ahadls, and other soldiers hold appeintmente in this Beportment"’ 

'rradition says tho frescoes top resent the events of Firdausi's poem — the 
Nanm. It ia to be deplored that they have been so negiected. and lhat precautions 
were not taken years ago to presorvo them. Travellers who visited tho place thirty 
years ago tell us they were then in a fairly good state of preservatioii, oml lhat iho 
walla aimpiy gliatenod with gold. It is only recently that steps have been taken to 
preserve these latereating specimens. lake many of uur cathedrals and historical 
buildinga in England, tho walls bear traces of having been liberally coated wii h 
whitewaaht which in many places has lican cleaned oJT and with it tlie frescoes * Tvi .■ 
of the rooms on the upper door testify to thin, and beneath the wlutcw'ash on the 
walls of the eouth-casL room coloured geometricat destgn* are to be seen. Not only 
were the waUa ileoorated, but the atone beams of the verandah roof wore richly 
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
